The CRTC could have an equivalent of the Brinkley Rule (where the FCC 
forbade US studios from feeding Mexican transmitters - though waivers 
are not too hard to get for it - they just wanted to prevent crooks 
like Dr. John R "Goat Gland" Brinkley from exploiting legal loopholes 
for his sham treatments (and increasing Nazi sympathies).

As for non-compliance by Canadian stations of technical issues such as 
day/night patterns, I'd suspect that would come under Industry Canada 
not the Commish. 


Someone mentioned CKST/1040: it would be strange for a major outfit 
like Bell Media not to be following The Rules; only a few years ago, 
they spent a bundle of money to re-locate (and combine) the facilities 
for both CKST/1040 and CFTE/1410 to a new site with seven towers (Theo 
Donnelly, BC, ibid.) 


Theo, This is what I wondered, although I do not know the rules in 
Canada in broadcasting from Canada to a U.S. transmitter site. But 
that went on for decades from Mexico to the U.S. The Canadian station 
I know of that does not drop power seems to be 800 Penticton. I 
remember hearing them with a booming signal into Alaska back in the 
60s. I doubt they were on 500w, even then. CFPR 860 is listed at 1 kW 
nights, but according to their CE I talked to years ago, they are 
allowed a full 10 kW ND 24/7. He said it had been that way since he 
was at CFPR and I got the idea, he had been there for a long time. 
This was back in the 1980's (Patrick Martin, Seaside OR, ibid.) 


OK, so it was a few years ago when CKST and CFTE combined. It has been 
several years since they switched to night rig IMO. Perhaps there was 
an error made when they moved and broken hardware to switch was never 
fixed. 


Several years ago they went from never being heard here at my IL QTH 
to backgrounding WHO on nights when skip is good to the Pac NW. 


I can tell that they didn't switch on nights when they'd be coming on 
legally using day pattern prior to Vancouver sunset switch time, when 
there'd be no reduction in power at or after switch time; i.e. they'd 
be bothering WHO all night. It is the same situation this month, 
although conditions aren't yet good enough to allow presunset skip to 
the Pac NW. Note also that high latitude conditions were better a 
couple years ago than they are this year and on really good nights in 
late Sept and late Oct, stuff like KOMO could be coming in here with 
WMVP phased down, as much as an hour prior to Seattle's sunset switch 
time.

CKEZ-FM is supposed to have more 
height than its sister as well - attained by adding a piece on to the 
top of the tower Possibly it actually has less height - maybe the 
piece was not added and the bays for CKEZ-FM are lower down - if so 
that would explain the signal. 


Format is classic rock - and the music is good, very good. Keep in 
mind it is an independent, locally owned station - so it does not have 
that dreadful cookie-cutter chain sound. Here is their website:

You're right, Phil. That station sounded good when I was there in late 
July. I really enjoyed listening to it. The processing sounded good, 
important songs were being played, music flow was well handled and 
there were plenty of pleasant surprises. 


Perhaps they had very loose category turnovers while testing or were 
playing the low rotation titles much more often than they intend to in 
the long term (due to no commercial spotload). I was hearing deep cuts 
almost as often as major hits. Also, blocks of songs heard in mid-day, 
for instance, repeated the next day in morning or afternoon. That's 
not an unusual thing while a station's in test mode. It certainly 
sounded like it had promise (Brian Goodrich, Greensboro, NC, ibid.)

There is a rumour that CJFX-FM, branded confusingly as XFM but also 
989 Nothing But Hits, is thinking of apply to set up a sister station 
with a C&W format - that would make a lot of sense as there is no C&W 
station within the market. Current format for CJFX-FM is classic hits, 
and they do it very, very well with a HUGE music library. I will post 
a pic if Google Groups will permit it (Phil Rafuse, PEI, Sept 16, ABDX 
yg via DXLD)

If anything their music is even better now. It is a nice balance 
between traditional rock airplay cuts and the album oriented rock type 
cuts of way back when. Basically - it is a great station with a good 
Signal, if it were a 5 kW Class A, rather than a so called 100 kW 
Class C1. I just did a comparison between CJFX's signal in my office 
versus CKEZ. CJFX's transmitter is 80+ km away, running 75.4 kW omni 
at 208 metres EHAAT versus CKEZ is 50+ km away, with 88 kW in my 
direction and supposedly 240 metres high. CJFX is crystal clear, CKEZ 
is fuzzy and hissy, move your hand and it’s gone. I'm tempted to 
record it and post the file as it is amusing (Phil Rafuse, ibid.)

A VISIT TO ALL INDIA RADIO: KHAMPUR ON SHORTWAVE. 


All India Radio AIR is one of the world's largest radio broadcasting 
stations. They have erected numerous shortwave transmitting sites 
throughout the country for external service coverage as well as for 
domestic broadcasting. Back in April 2010, a group of three well known 
international radio monitors made a visit to the AIR shortwave 
transmitting station at Khampur which is located on the swampy out 
skirts of the city of Delhi. The external service of All India Radio 
at the time of their visit was on the air via shortwave transmitting 
sites at: 


Khampur near Delhi 7 x 250 kW 
Kingsway Delhi 2 x 100 & 3 x 50 kW

The visit to the station by three visitors, T. R. Rajeesh, Alokesh 
Gupta and Anker Petersen from Denmark, was organized by the former 
station Engineer of Delhi Khampur, Mr. V.Baleja. 


After visiting the AIR headquarters on Parliament Street New Delhi, 
the three visitors traveled by car for a little over half an hour to 
reach the Khampur station which is located 25 kms from New Delhi. On 
the way to the Khampur station, they saw the Delhi Kingsway 
transmitting site from the road. This 256 acre site is used for 
transmitting programs on shortwave for the national service as well as 
for the external services beamed to India's South Asian neighbors. 
They also saw the self radiating mast of the AIR New Delhi mediumwave 
station at Nangli which is capable of broadcasting in the DRM mode. 


The Delhi Khampur transmitting station is located on a large 630 acre 
site in the swampy fields of Khampur village in outer Delhi, bordering 
on the state of Haryana. While approaching the transmitting station 
they could see the antenna towers and the curtain arrays from the 
road. 


Several photos of the antenna masts were taken from the roadside as 
they were aware that it is impossible to take photos inside where 
photography is prohibited. On the way to the station office, they saw 
much wildlife in the swampy field. The dancing peacocks, doves and 
storks welcomed them without any official formalities! 


The Station Engineer, Mrs. Sonilatha Saigalin welcomed the visitors to 
her office and she was amazed that three international radio monitors 
would travel so far to visit this transmitter site! Anker Petersen 
told her that the broadcasts from this station can be heard quite well 
in Denmark and he suggested that he could send monitoring reports to 
her. The Station Engineer replied that such reports are forwarded to 
the Frequency Management Division in New Delhi. 


The Superintending Engineer, Mr. S. K. Aggarwal, who is the chief of 
the station, directed the Station Engineer to show the visitors the 
transmitters and antenna field. They observed the old and new 
transmitters as well as a new DRM transmitter, and also the antenna 
towers and the vast arrays of shortwave curtain antennas. 


This Khampur station houses 7 x 250 kW shortwave transmitters and 36 
antenna masts, and 49 curtain arrays. A special power substation 


provides electricity to this transmitter station. At the time, the 
Delhi Khampur station had a staff of around 200 employees, including 
50 engineers and technicians. 


The Delhi Khampur transmitter site was opened on January 1, 1959 and 
the first transmitter was a 100 kW Marconi, which was more recently 
sold as scrap. Two AWA units from Australia at 20 kW each were 
installed in 1962. During 1965 four more transmitters were installed, 
two at 50 kW and two at 100 kW, made by STC (Standard Telephones & 
Cables) of Australia. 


A recent modernization plan was undertaken to transform Khampur into 
an external services transmission facility. All of the new 
transmitters were placed in an oblong but spacious antenna switching 
hall and all of the AWA and STC transmitters were retired from 
service. 


In 1989, two 250 kW Brown Boveri transmitters were commissioned 
exclusively for the external services. Then, two new modern 
Continental Electronics units were installed in June 2000. During the 
year 2002, three new 250 kW Thomcast transmitters were commissioned 
for the external services and this converted Khampur into the second 
largest transmitting station of All India Radio, after Bangalore. 


The Delhi Khampur transmitting station celebrated its 50th anniversary 
in 2009 with the participation of listeners and engineering staff. 


Digital Radio Mondiale or DRM is the new trend in shortwave 
broadcasting, particularly in India. Like many other major shortwave 
broadcasters, All India Radio has also introduced DRM transmission on 
shortwave. It is from this site, Delhi Khampur, that AIR has tested 
DRM transmissions for both domestic and international audiences. 


A 250 kW Thales/Thomcast transmitter was converted to DSB/DRM 
capability with an output of 55 kW for domestic transmission on 6100 
kHz, and on 9950 kHz for external service to Europe. The domestic 
transmission is monitored inside the transmitter building with a 
Chinese manufactured Himalaya DRM receiver. 


During the evening after the informative visit to AIR Khampur, there 
was an informal meeting with local international radio monitors in New 
Delhi.

Los podcasts son entrados y 
seleccionados manualmente. 


A pesar de que NHK y alguna otra (la misma RTVE) tienen aplicaciones 
especiIficas (apk) que son instalables, brindando un servicio similar

In addition, in the AM, the listening quality is limited with respect 
to the alternative reception capabilities. The transmission systems 
for medium, moreover, are obsolete. Continuation of the AM means major 
investments. The NPO would rather invest in a modern and 
environmentally friendly alternative: Digital Radio +. + Digital Radio 
offers listeners additionally better quality, more choices and it's 
easy to tune into. 


Are there alternatives? 

Certainly. All NPO radio stations, including Radio 5 NPO, can be heard 
via Digital Radio +. In addition, the stations can be listened. Cable, 
DVB-T digital TV and satellite Finally streams the NPO all radio 
stations over the internet. Also programs, thematic channels and 
tracks can be listened to. Using the NPO radio player

Dutch Radio 5 will leave medium wave as of 15 September of next year. 


The reason is that the radio masts are obsolete and should be 
replaced.

So, in September 2015 the frequencies of 747 and 1251 kHz will become 
empty in The Netherlands. Interested parties can buy the frequencies 
but they need to renew the masts, so this is very unlikely. In that 
case, also the other Dutch broadcasters, Groot Nieuws Radio (1008 kHz) 
and Radio Maria (675 kHz) may be forced to leave the air.

BBG Watch Commentary --- Ice Cream Social at VOA 


Thanks to the power of social media, we have seen photos of Voice of 
America (VOA) executives, whose six-figure salaries and generous 
benefits are paid by U.S. taxpayers, relaxing at an ice-cream social 
during government office hours on September 9, 2014. While we do not 
know whether these executives took annual leave to eat ice-cream, the 
social event still had to cost U.S. taxpayers plenty of money and 
staff time while Voice of America was not making adequate arrangements 
for important news coverage and interviews, including an interview 
with U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry. 


Hourly rate for SES I Level 01 U.S. federal government executive is 
$62. Hourly rate for GM-15 Step 1 manager in Washington is $59. With a 
few of executives and senior managers attending the Voice of America 
ice-cream social, it might have been enough to pay for a local 


contractor in Saudi Arabia to video-tape a VOA correspondent 
interviewing Secretary Kerry (as BBC and CNN did for their interviews) 
or for staffers and contractors working after business hours in 
Washington to do immediately create a full-fledged post on the 
official VOA Facebook page about the interview -- none of which 
happened. 


VOA did not even post full audio for several hours after the 
interview. There was almost nothing on the interview in VOA on-demand 
five-minute English radio newscasts even though VOA correspondent 
produced headline-making news from the secretary on Russia and ISIS 
and Russia and Ukraine. These were not included in VOA online five- 
minute radio newscasts monitored Thursday night by BBG Watch. 


There was an eight-sentence summary of the interview in a VOA text 
report which was posted with some delay. Lacking images and video, VOA 
did a Q-and-A SKYPE video interview with the correspondent about his 
interview with Kerry, but did not include sound-bytes in the SKYPE 
video. Most major news organization would never even think of 
interviewing a correspondent about an interview he or she conducted 
unless it was something of absolutely major importance. Eventually, 
VOA posted an English transcript of the interview, but it received 
less than 10 Facebook "Shares," Tweets and comments, compared to 
thousands that similar news posts get on BBC, CNN or Russia's RT. 
There was no post about the Kerry interview on VOA's official main 
Facebook page on September 11. The VOA Kurdish Service did not have an 
online report about the Kerry interview until the next day. 


The Voice of America ice-cream social was planned by the upper 
management. 


Was it money well spent? 


BBG Watch has heard rumors that some VOA executives who came to the 
ice-cream social were stressed out by planning VOA coverage of Kerry's 
travel to the Middle East. They reportedly wanted to blow off some 
steam to get ready for a super "Digital First" treatment of his trip 
and any interview he might give to VOA in Saudi Arabia. VOA managers 
were later bragging in an email sent out shortly before the interview 
that they will give it maximum exposure. They didn't. 


"The forces are gathering here [Voice of America headquarters in 
Washington, DC] to give the interview, and the secretary's words, as 
much attention as possible." 


It did not happen. 


The ice-cream social may have helped Voice of America executives to 


relax, which may be a good thing for any anger management issues among 
them, but ultimately it has not improved their work performance. 
"Digital First" became "Digital Last" for John Kerry at the Voice of 
America this week. 


We're not saying that eating too much ice-cream on government time was 
the primary cause of the problem, but ultimately VOA executives 
photographed eating ice-cream at the social event, presumably held on 
government time, could not arrange for a video interview with the 
Secretary of State. It turned out to be audio-only interview for VOA 
(not even a photo was made), while BBC, CNN and others had video-taped 
their interviews and provided full digital and social media treatment. 


May be if VOA executives had spent the time making phone calls, 
sending emails and generally working instead of attending the social 
event and eating ice-cream -- they might have arranged for taping the 
interview with the U.S. Secretary of State on video in Saudi Arabia by 
sending a technician or hiring a local contractor. They could have at 
least arranged for a still photo showing the VOA correspondent 
interviewing Kerry. 


They were not even able to make sure that a correspondent report about 
the interview or significant sound-bites would be immediately included 
in on-demand VOA radio newscasts. It was otherwise an excellent 
interview that should have been done in video and should have been 
widely promoted on social media using video and images.

These executives are responsible for the agency with the lowest 
employee morale rating in the entire federal government, which in 
itself may be an additional source of stress for them, but it is an 
even greater stress for the employees and underpaid contractors. On 
the other hand, these executives may not be even aware that they 
themselves are the problem. Bingo games and ice-cream socials are not 
going to improve employee morale as long as they are around and the 
mismanagement continues. 


A former Voice of America correspondent noted: "VOA managers, 
including director David Ensor and Executive Editor Steve Redisch, 
both of whom worked for CNN and other network television, and those in 
Voice of America's newsroom have been touting their so-called ‘Digital 
First' strategy, of which this interview appears have been a major 
test." 


BBG Watch reported in January 2014 that while U.S. taxpayer-funded 
Voice of America (VOA) worldwide news operation has become defunct and 
fails to report even news about Secretary of State John Kerry's 


statements on Ukraine as well as about statements by key U.S. 
Senators, VOA executives are busy putting together a Bingo Game Night 
at their Federal building in Washington, DC. 


The ultimate irony is that while one can find Facebook photos of 
overweight and grim looking Voice of America executives eating ice- 
cream at at the September 9 ice-cream social, there are no photos 

of Secretary Kerry being interviewed by VOA on September 11. These 
what we like to call "Digital Last" executives could not arrange for a 
post about the Kerry interview on September 11 on the official VOA 
English Facebook page. The main VOA Facebook page was also not being 
updated with other news on Septemeber 11 for many hours. 


We say, no ice-cream for you next time. But it's also time for the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG), its Chairman Jeff Shell, and 
the U.S. Congress to step in and carry out immediate management 
reforms at the VOA. 


A former VOA correspondent gave this comment to BBG Watch: 


One wonders how many examples and embarrassments have to emerge from 
the Cohen Building before true accountability (not just shuffling 
the deck chairs) occurs for the numerous foul-ups." Until that 
happens, chalk this one up as just another example of "good enough 
for government work" at the VOA." (via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

Anyhow, the WORLD OF RADIO broadcast UT Sunday at 
0100 on 5950 should be back this week. 


9955, the original RMI frequency, meanwhile at 0117 IDs program as 
“Antena DX*, now with some pulse jamming, but nothing like the wall of 
noise here during the previous hour, as the DentroCuban Jamming 
Command is still confused that at 00-01 it’s non-exile programming, 
and total obliteration is needed only at 23-24 during Radio Libertad. 


Altho still dated effective August 1, the 9955 program grid has made a 
change, carving out an hour from Brother Scare for ‘Media Network 
Plus’, Fridays at 22-23 (which also reavailablizes it on WRMI webcast 
which comes only from the 9955 service). Presumably you will hear my 
propagation minute toward the end of it. 


11580, Friday Sept 12 at 2330, WRMI starting ‘Blues Radio 
International’ with Jesse Finkelstein, who is unaware he’s on any 
frequency besides 9955; fair-good here and jamming-free to boot, in 
this hour broken away from Brother Scare service. Greets listeners in 
Slovakia, Pakistan, Guernsey; and first, music by B. B. King. 


WRMI has the southernmost advantage of US SW stations, but Sept 13 at 
0548, even it can’t make a MUF above 7570 with degraded propagation: 
inaudible on 7730 (or is it off?), no signals either on 9955, 11580, 
11825, but OK on 7570, 7455, 5850. 


15770 // stronger 7570, Tuesday Sept 16 at 2059.5, WRMI cuts away from 
Brother Scare (always abrupt since The Last Day Prophet of God doesn't 
believe in building in station break pauses) for Bob Zanotti ID, back 
to a few words of BS, and --- some hymns, first one by/for kids, not 
// 11825 or WRMI/RAN 15190, no announcements past 2105. 


Tuesdays at 21-22 is when PCJ Radio International had been scheduled 
and appearing with monthly hour-long edition of “Media Network Plus’. 
Then I check the current program grid for the ‘extra’ non-9955 RMI 
broadcasts on the 14-transmitter frequency schedule page, and find 
that PCJ is no longer on it, instead Tue 2100 ‘From Moscow With Love’, 
2130 ‘Frecuencia Al Dia‘. But ‘FMWL* is not on either! You have to 
keep checking these schedules for unannounced changes, as there is no 
updated effective-as-of dating (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 9330, Sept 11 at 0251, no signal from WBCQ. Larry Will 
explains that Good Friends Radio Network quit WBCQ as of Sept 6, 
formerly on 9330, 5110, and 7490 during limited hours. That also 
explains why 5110 was off when last I checked. Also says no more Allan 
Weiner Worldwide reruns on 5110 weeknights at 0000 (weren't those at 
0100? But not shown on previous schedule). See revised schedule via 
http: //schedule.wbcq.com/main. php? £n=sked&£req=All1 

which however still shows WORLD OF RADIO Thursdays at 2100 as well as 
Wednesdays. 


Larry also says that from Oct 1, Brother Stair is totally off WBCQ 
7490 and 15420! What happened? But already removed from above 
schedule. Opens up a lot of available airtime on all those 
frequencies. 


7490v, Sept 12 at 0048, Brother Scare is still on WBCQ, despite 
premature elimination from program schedule, as his contract is not up 
until October 1. BTW, during the BS era, 7490 has not enjoyed the 
bigger signal it once capably accomplished. 


9330-CUSB, Sept 12 at 2357, WBCQ with hard rock music, must be prElude 


to ‘Allan Weiner Worldwide’; then at 2358 I try 7490 where Fred 
Flintstone is wrapping up his show saying AWWW is next, write him to 
fred7415 @ hotmail.com and good night. 


As ‘William Tell Overture’* introduces AWWW at 0000 sharp UT Saturday 
Sept 13, I compare the frequencies: 7490 is synch // 5110-CUSB while 
9330 is running 19 seconds later, why? No sign of fourth transmitter 
on 15420v-CUSB which sometimes appears for this. I am listening to 
9330 when at 0005 it suddenly cuts to othermusic while Allan continues 
on the other two; 0008 he says *‘now we're on 9330°°. Opening 
commentary is *‘are we really doing this?’ * in US foreign policy. 


15420-, CUSB, UT Sunday Sept 14 at 0136, WBCQ is on 19m way late 
again, now // 7490 and 9330 with music, then TimTron speaking, while 
non // programming is on 5110v-CUSB. 15420 is almost on-frequency, but 
a few Hz slightly low compared to carriers on 15425, 15390, 15385. 


7490v, UT Monday Sept 15 at 0353, gospel huxter not // BS elsewhere; 
on sked as ‘Herald of Truth’, the white-supremacist Kingdom of Truth 
ministry from Arkansas, a longtime programmer on WBCQ; now isolated at 
0300-0400 with nothing before or after. [not:] 


7490v, Sept 17 at 0107, Brother Scare is indeed still on WBCQ, 
presumably until expiration in another biweek, a couple words behind 
// 7570 WRMI (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 12105, Sept 11 at 0552, I can recognize the dulcet tones of 
Brother Scare, despite signal now down to very poor level from WTWW-3. 


12105, Sept 12 at 2328 check, WTWW-3 is back to Bibling, on previous 
schedule, i.e. Yoruba during this hour when it’s after midnite in 
Yoruba-land --- and a bunch of other African languages are still 
pending but Ted hasn't got around to programming them in. 


9930, Sept 12 at 2353, WTWW-2 is overmodulating and splattering out to 
plus/minus 20 kHz, BS // 7570 WRMI, while 9980 WWCR is else at this 
hour. 


5085, UT Monday Sept 15 at 0340, still no BS from WTWW-2, pre-empted 
Sunday nights by Ted for music show he calls ‘The Nightwatch on WTWW’, 
now Those Florida Boys; until when back to BS? 12105, Sept 15 at 0341 
very poor signal seems // 5085 under CODAR. 


9475 & 9930 & 12105, Sept 15 at 1815, 2015, 2110 UT checks, big 
breakdown at WIWW, all transmitters off. Can't be power failure at 
site since streaming is still running at 2120 for WTWW-1 & 3, while 
WTWW-2 is running but silent. Ted is probably away working at his main 
job for a Nashville AM & FM group. Finally at 2315 recheck, all three 


are back on for his lowest-priority responsibility. 


9455-9495, Sept 17 at 0114, range of squealy-spurs out of 9475 
supersig WTWW-1 transmitter; same pitch as heard on the fundamental; 
obscured only by the Cuban radio war circa 9490 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A [and non]. 750, Sept 13 at 0601 UT, no signal from KAMA E1 
Paso TX! Instead I am hearing a real Mexican since playing NA 
“Mexicanos, al Grito de Guerra’*, under WSB. KAMA finally behaving? 
NO, next check at 0619 UT, there it is again, Spanish talk mixing WSB, 
1-800-646-0779 phone for UnivisilUn AmErica or Save the Children 
mentioned. Googling on phone numbers seems to be quite unproductive 
anymore (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 850, Sept 12 at 0107 UT, tune in to hymn music in KOA null, 
but then it just stops and nothing for a minute or more. Did KFUO 
Clayton MO sign off at odd time instead of 0115 UT official Denver 
September sunset? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 880, Sept 11 at 0246 UT, gospel huxter from E/W making SAH 
of 260/minute = 4.33+ Hz against KRVN to the north. I’m rechecking 
this since 48 hours earlier I assumed this was KLRG in Arkansas, but 
Todd Skaine in MN, 47 hours earlier was getting KHAC in AZ, also a 
known cheater. It also has the distinxion, as KAZ points out, of 
modulating on upper sideband only, and sure ‘nuff the signal I am 
getting now has no LSB component; good at peaks, 0253 UT outroing Luis 
Palau program in English with 1-800-ASKLUIS phone; 0255-0259 SRN 
*“*news’*; @©259 ID as KHAC Window Rock, weather for there, Gallup NM 
(low: 40) and the Navajo Res out to Tuba City; *‘thank you for 
listening to KHAC ---°* into hymn in English; now I can detect a bit 
of that, much weaker on LSB than USB, but may be the DX-398's doing. 
We are wondering if lacking LSB is a defect or deliberate employment 
of the Kahn Powerside System; there is nothing on 870 nearby needing 
protexion. But here it should give WCBS a better chance on 880-LSB. 
While KHAC has more punch on USB than with plain old DSB AM. 


Recheck at 0559 UT Sept 11, same weather minute repeats and KHAC ID 
adds ‘‘part of the Western Indian Network, the Voice of Hope’’ 

Anyhow, this surely sounds like 10 kW day power rather than licensed 
430 watts night, both non-direxional. Supposed to be on night power in 
Sept between 0115 and 1245 UT.

xk US A. 1120, Sept 12 at 0053 UT, YL in English is easily heard with 
KMOX nulled, so another try to definitive this as KTXW Manor (Austin 
mkt) TX. Guest identified as Dr Lewis/Louis/Luis Alexander, with 
Legacy Ranch Vision, a charity for children separated in San Antonio; 
close enough? 0059 UT promo for algo but fading and no ID heard before 
lost to KMOX at 0100 UT and/or switched to night facility. Made SAH of 
28/minute = 0.47- Hz with KMOX (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. KEVA is back on the air --- I am always the last one invited 
to the party but I have just heard that KEVA 1240 from Evanston, WY, 
one of the keepers of the AM Stereo faith is back on the air. I am 
glad to see it. If someone posted this on ABDX, somehow I missed it. 
(Kevin Redding, Crump, TN, Sept 15, ABDX via DXLD) 


Hi Kevin, Yes, KEVA is back on the air. For those here on ABDX that 
missed it, a little more than a month ago I posted a message on KEVA's 
facebook page saying "Goodbye everyone and thanks for 60 years on the 
air. We are now off the air for good". Our own Dennis Gibson cross- 
posted this on to a Facebook group and an engineer for ABC saw it and 
immediately contacted me wanting to know who to get a hold of to 
"save" this station. He is a true believer in AM radio and did NOT 
want to see this heritage station die. 


It grew from there. He contacted the owners, worked out an agreement 
and immediately was up here in Evanston to see what he bought and 
started making plans for the future. 


Our McMartin transmitter would not come back on. We had our engineer 
put many many hours into trying to fix it; he got closer but it's 
still not right and still won't run and nobody can seem to figure out 
why. 


However, another part of the new owner's plan was to get us an FM 
translator, and he did. He had connections at the University of 
Wyoming and ended up getting them to donate their translator they used 
to use here in Evanston. 


They now have a full power station so the translator has been sitting 
unused (but still licensed) for a few years now. It's now ours and 
will have to be moved down here to the station and attached to our AM 
tower in order to comply with coverage limitations and so forth for AM 
over FM translators. He also plans on increasing its power to 250 
watts which should give us full coverage over the city. 


The story continues --- the McMartin is still dead and we've given up 
hope and it just wasn't worth putting any more time and money into it 
so he got with Mark Persons in Braynerd, MN and is purchasing a 
restored mint condition Gates BC-1G. Mark has restored it to brand new 
condition and it's ours. The other partner in this deal (who is our GM 
and Sale Mgr) will be travelling to Minnesota sometime this week to 
pick it up and hopefully it'll be getting put in sometime about this 
time next week. 


Mark set it up and tested it with a Motorola C-Quam Exciter on his end 
so it will be ready for me to plug our C-Quam exciter right into it 
and go. 


Meanwhile we have a low power (10 watt) FM exciter that we are using 
to broadcast on 93.5 here at the station. I built an antenna for it 
and it's up on the roof. You can pick it up all over town in most 
vehicles but coverage is a bit spotty indoors, especially in the 
downtown area --- but we're on. 


Our online streaming is on too so we are really pushing that for those 
who can't pick it up well. 

http: //www.1240keva.com 

is our web site and there is a "Listen Now!" button at the top that 
will get you to the stream if you'd like to listen. 


That's the whole story. And again, many thanks to our very own Dennis 
Gibson here on ABDX. If he hadn't linked to my Goodbye message on our 
facebook page, none of this would have happened and KEVA would have 
gone away for good (Michael J. Richard, KEVA - Evanston, WY, ibid.) 


Nice work, gentlemen! Looking forward to a celebratory DX test when 
all the pieces are put back together again? Sent via BlackBerry from 
T-Mobile (Tim Hall, ibid.) 


Absolutely, Tim! (Michael, ibid.) 


It's always nice when the good guys win. Sent via BlackBerry from T- 
Mobile (Tim Hall, ibid.) 


I missed it as well but it is a great story and I'm glad there was so 
much support. I'm a follower now on Tune in. Look forward to that DX 
test! Sincerely, (Todd Skaine, Woodbury, MN, ibid.) 


The last test was heard all over the country on KEVA's 880 watts. 
Can't wait to see how the new transmitter works (Kevin Redding, Crump, 
TN, ibid.)

Radio Fink --- Clip Clop Changes Name to iHurtMedia 


Clip Clop says it is changing its name to iHurtMedia, "reflecting the 
company's success in driving most of its competitors out of business, 
pulling all the platforms, like rugs, out from under them." 


The announcement today by Clip Clop? founder? great-grandson, Clarence 
Channell VIII, shocked the media industry, but brings back memories to 
old-timers who? grown up with the company. 


Back in the 1880s, Clip Clop's founder, Clarence Channelle V, 
determined that there was a great financial future in horseshoes, and 
sought to corner the market. Mr. Channelle offered operators of 
blacksmith shops all over the country buy-out prices they could not 
refuse. 


Soon, a farmer could not shoe his horse without taking it to a CC 
smithy. CC equipped its shops with standard-size molds --- small, 
medium and large. Each mold was made to conserve on iron, and CC 
horseshoes were 3/16ths of an inch thinner than those that usually 
were produced individually by the corner smithy. Not quite so strong, 
but there was repeat business. 


It cost a horse owner much less to shoe his horse at Clip Clop. 
Because there were only three sizes of shoe, some horses' hooves were 
too big or too small for a standard CC shoe. Too bad. The horse owner 
had two choices --- he could apply an ill-sized shoe to the hoof and 
hope for the best, or he could find a hold-out local smithy who could 
still produce custom-built shoes. 


The latter option, though, became narrower and narrower, because the 
mass trade switched to Clip Clop and the niche market blacksmith 
couldn't stay in business. 


That left the horse owner one more option --- horse meat. 


By 1890, nearly every horseshoe in America was emblazoned with the 
Clip Clop logo, which looked like two Cincinnati Red logos, side-by- 
side. 


Clip Clop's penetration appealed to investors, who ponied up to supply 
venture capital for CC's expansion into the harness business. For a 
while, CC bought horses with non-standard-size hooves --- at a deep 
discount --- for the leather for its harnesses, but horsemen 
complained that some of their horses sensed where the leather came 
from and were spooked. CC experimented with cotton and wool 
derivatives, and came up with a secret formula that was much less 


expensive than leather. Not quite so strong, but there was repeat 
business. 


Horsemen, attracted by the lower prices, turned to CC for their 
harnesses, just as they had for horseshoes, and CC cash reined in most 
of the local harness shops, leaving only a handful to fight the 
competition. 


Clarence Channelle V was a true visionary. At the peak of Clip Clop's 
financial success, he surprised his happy investors by selling them 
the line of horseshoes and harnesses. 


Old C.C. used the money to become a media pioneer. While memories of 
horseshoes and harnesses have faded into the murk of distant memory, 
the new business line, inherited by Clarence Channelle VI, came into 
prominence in the media field. C.C. VI fans provided an appropriate 

nickname, Cookie Cutter, but the nickname rankled Clarence Channelle 
VIII, who chose the new name for the firm, announced today.

Authorities say Philippe Bourciquot used Creole-language radio to scam 
victims out of millions of dollars. 


On May 20, an undercover state agent meets with accused Haitian radio 
Ponzi schemer Philippe Bourciquot in a Palm Beach County parking lot.

In the world of Floridais Creole-language talk radio, where hard- 
working Haitian Americans tune in by the thousands, Philippe 
Bourciquot pitched the lure of easy money. 


He boasted that money iloanedi to him would be plunged into foreign 
trade markets, 18 countries in all, for massive returns. iYou give me 
$20,000, it is guaranteed that for the year you will receive 60 
percent,i Bourciquot told listeners in one July 2013 broadcast. 


On another show, Bourciquot invoked civil rights pioneer Rosa Parks, 
then asked listeners to dip into their retirement funds: iYou bring 
that money, I will make it work.i 


And in all of his broadcasts, Bourciquot appealed to a deep national 
pride, invoking the names of Haitian revolutionary heroes, promising 
profits that could rebuild a nation battered time and again by 
tragedy. 


iApple, thatis worth several billion dollars, we can do that too,i 
Bourciquot said in one October 2013 broadcast. iIf£ every Haitian 
embraces what Tim doing, other nations will say Haitians have a 
business thatis worth several billion dollars.i 


The grand plan, authorities say, was nothing but a sham 6 a Ponzi 
scheme that sucked $3.1 million from the wallets of his countrymen and 
women. For two years, the Lake Worth businessman paid investors with 
money from new investors, all while using a huge chunk of the money to 
pay for a house, luxury cars, hotel stays, airplane tickets, car 
repairs and restaurant meals. 


Newly released evidence in the criminal case against him offers a 
detailed look at the alleged scam while offering a window into how con 
men use the pay-to-air system of Creole-language radio broadcasts to 
prey on poor Haitian Americans in Florida. 


Simone Passe, a mother of six from West Palm Beach, told the Miami 
Herald she invested $20,000 with Bourciquot after hearing him on the 
radio. He was paying her 4 percent interest monthly. Indeed, financial 
records show, he paid her back 6 but only $2,700. 


iBourciquot helped me!i Passe wailed. iHe is now in the jail. I canit 
pay my rent for my children.i 


In Florida and on the island nation, talk radio has long been a 
powerful medium, with on-air buzz deciding elections, spreading 


political intrigue and serving as an invaluable source of news. 


Like Bourciquot, many of the radio hosts pay for the airtime, giving 


some crooks a platform to lure in victims. His case follows an all-too 
familiar pattern. 


The most notorious Ponzi schemer is Wellington businessman George 
Theodule, who earlier this year was sentenced to more than 12 years in 
federal prison for bilking $30 million out of Haitian Americans in 
Florida in 2007 and 2008. He is believed to have actually stolen more 
than twice that amount using radio spots to attract victims. 


In 2010, federal authorities arrested four people in a Ponzi scheme 
that bilked about $8 million from 600 investors. Pitching through 
Haitian churches and radio spots, the Miami group offered 15 percent 
returns on one-year investments in a company known as Focus Financial. 
The group is now in prison. 


In yet another Ponzi scheme, Florida prosecutors in 2010 arrested 
three people who used radio and TV spots to lure 200 investors to a 
sham company called Gen-X. The ringleader, Alix Charles, of Miami, 
pleaded guilty and is still paying back $300,000 in restitution. 


iRadio has been ingrained in our culture, and these rogues prey on 
that,i said Miami lawyer Phillip Brutus, a former state legislator and 
longtime weekly news show host on WLQY 1320 AM. iTheyire targeting the 
poor, downtrodden people.i 


In another high-profile case, North Miami Mayor Lucie Tondreau was 
arrested in May, accused of using her radio program to recruit istrawi 
borrowers to purchase 20 homes while defrauding $8 million from 
various mortgage lenders. She is awaiting trial. 


State agents arrested Bourciquot, 46, in June. Prosecutors in Miami- 
Dade have charged him with a host of felonies, including racketeering, 
grand theft, money laundering and fraudulent transactions. He intends 
to fight the charges, said defense lawyer Bernard Cassidy. 


iWeire gathering all of the facts so we can present our case to the 
court,i Cassidy said. 


The latest probe began in November 2013, when an anonymous person 
lodged a complaint about radio spots in which Bourciquot claimed to be 
a ileader and benefactor in the Haitian-American community,i according 
to an arrest warrant. 


The tips came into Dimitri Bernadotte and Neptime Dieujuste, both 
Creole-speaking investigators from Floridais Office of Financial 
Regulation. They teamed up with the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement and the Office of Statewide Prosecution. 


They soon found that Bourciquot had no license to work in securities 
trading, and his financial background was littered with 
irregularities. 


He had to pay $15,000 as part of a judgment against one of his Palm 
Beach companies, while the Internal Revenue Service had twice filed 
liens against him totaling over $700,000. A bank had also foreclosed 
on one of his homes. 


They also learned Bourciquot had spent over $54,960 since November 
2012 buying spots on at least three different radio stations in the 
South Florida market. He also had started three companies: Freedom 
Property, Economic Movement and Options Yes. 


Bourciquot pitched his investments as ipersonal loans,i backed by an 
insurance policy and a thriving business and investment portfolio. 


But a detailed look at his financial records showed the radio host 
idid not have any assets to secure any of the investorsi loans,i 
according to an arrest warrant prepared by prosecutor Stephen 
ImMasche. 


Some of the money was indeed wired to trading firms, domestic and 
overseas. But in opening his accounts, Bourciquot lied about his net 
worth 6 claiming between $1 million to $5 million, according to the 
arrest warrant. 


In all, investigators identified more than 300 investors, most of them 
from Palm Beach, Broward, Miami-Dade and Hillsborough counties. In 
what agents say is a classic Ponzi scheme, he paid at least $1.4 
million back to investors, the money coming from new investors. 


The rest of the money Bourciquot spent for himself, while hiding at 
least $640,000 in overseas accounts, according to the arrest warrant. 


To help build their case, investigators devised an undercover plan. In 
February, investigator Bernadotte called Bourciquot posing as an 
investor with $30,000. In secretly recorded calls, they agreed to meet 
the following day at a parking lot in Lantana. 


Outfitted with hidden audio and video recording devices, Bernadotte 
insisted that he was concerned about the security of Bourciquotis 
investment opportunity. The radio host agreed to show him his nearby 
house. 


At the house, Bourciquot proudly showed off his gym equipment 6 and 
even did some pushups. The undercover agent noted commercial radio 
equipment in a home office, believed to be used for illegal 


broadcasting. 


Bourciquot insisted he could provide a 50 percent return, provided he 
get the money for at least two to three years, 


The two then drove to a strip mall, where Bourciquot showed off an 
office he claimed was going to be his business hub. No deal was made 6 
Bourciquot refused to allow the agent to take a ipromissory notei 
document with him because it belonged to his business. 


iThis is the Haitian system,i he told the agent. iI donit know you.i

As winter weather has begun here and the DX season has more or less 
finished at my location, it's time to catch up on projects. 


Here is my database of RDS for 645 stations in markets between Cape 
Breton, Nova Scotia and Madison, Wisconsin as collected since late 
July, which may be helpful for those who have DX targets in New 


England, the Maritimes, or Great Lakes regions. PTY, PTYN, PS, and RT 
fields are included along with TP (traffic) flags, while PI codes are 
not. 


These are written exactly as displayed on my radio, including spacing, 
punctuation, etc. Like all RDS units, the readouts may appear 
differently on different radios as they all have their decoding 
quirks.

Glenn, These weird abbreviations have been devised to give a three- 
letter code to all languages of the world. Several are derived from 
the native name of that language; 'Armenian' in Armenian is 'hayeren'; 
‘Armenia’, as you may know, is ‘Hayastan’. 


The codes were developed by SIL* in the 1970s to map all languages of 
the world, and are still used on their informative website, the 
Ethnologue.

US electronics retailer RadioShack has said that it is in talks to 
restructure the firm but warned that if an investment is not secured 
soon, it could be forced to declare bankruptcy. 


The chain has struggled to offload its costly real estate portfolio, 
even as it has shuttered stores. Shares in the firm surged more than 
18% on news that bailout talks were still progressing. 


RadioShack reported a loss of $137m (£84m) in the second-quarter. 
It operates approximately 4,485 stores in the US, which sell 
everything from mobile phone accessories to converters. 


However, the company said that over the early summer period, sales at 
stores plummeted 20% from a year earlier. Earlier attempts to close 
nearly 1,000 stores were blocked when lenders did not agree to the 
plans. 


RadioShack chief executive Joe Magnacca said in a conference call on 
Thursday that the firm was considering several options, including a 
restructuring, a sale of the company, or a near-term investment. 


The company said it had just $30.5m in cash on 2 August, although it 
had nearly $150m available to it under a line of credit.

KINTRONIC PRESSES FCC ON AM STANDARDS --- on 09.05.2014 


AM systems manufacturer Kintronic Labs has several suggestions for how 
the FCC can help revitalize the AM band. President Tom King plans to 
share those with Commissioner Ajit Pai and Audio Division Chief Peter 
Doyle in a meeting this month. 


In advance of that meeting, King is promoting an iopen letter to the 
industryi in which he ask broadcasters to contact Pai and Doyle in 
support of his recommendations, to let them know ihow imperative it is 
that these measures be implemented on a fast approval tracki to make 
AM competitive with FM. 


The manufacturer has a keen interest in AM revitalization; its 
products are used in numerous facilities, and the company markets 
itself as ithe oldest continually operating AM antenna system provider 
in the U.S.i Founder Louis King resigned from RCA in 1949 as an AM 
high-power transmitter design engineer, obtained his PE license and 
established a business as a regional broadcast consulting engineer 
that grew into Kintronic Labs. (Read a company history.) 


Among the items listed by Tom King for urgent action are these that go 
beyond what many commenters have suggested: 


- Establishment of mandatory minimum technical standards for AM 
receivers to become effective ias soon as January 2016.i In a demo, he 
plans to compare CQUAM AM stereo reception with a local FM station as 
well as the effects of adjusting AM bandwidth from 2.5 to 10 kHz in 
2.5 kHz steps. He provides a list of specific minimum allowable 
performance specifications for all AM receivers, including a low 
internal noise floor, high RF sensitivity, selectivity and dynamic 
range and highly effective noise cancellation. 


- FCC authorization of AM synchronous boosters, a technically 
challenging idea that has received less attention than FM translator 
discussions. 


King also urges the commission to enforce RF limits for consumer 
electronics devices, noting the worsening electromagnetic environment 
for AM.

SOLAR CYCLE 24 IN ITS LAST BIG PEAK RIGHT NOW

activity with occasional solar flares are expected to continue through 
2014 and then subside dramatically over the next 4 years. Then we 
should see the solar minimum for 3 years. An upswing of the next solar 
maximum, Cycle 25, is predicted to peak between year 2022 and 2025, 
but be somewhat less potent than our present cycle.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 08 - 14 September 2014 


Solar activity ranged from low to high levels during the period. 
Moderate levels were reached on 8, 11, and 14 September with high 
levels reached on 10 September. Moderate levels were first reached 
on 09 September at 0029 UTC when active sunspot region 2158 (N16, 
L=087, class/area Dkc/440 on 11 September) produced a long duration 
M4/1n flare. This flare had associated Type II (999 km/s estimated 
shock velocity) and Type IV radio sweeps, a 10cm (370 sfu) radio 
burst, and an asymmetrical, full-halo coronal mass ejection (CME) 
which was first observed in LASCO/C2 imagery at 09/0006 UTC. The 
majority of the ejecta appeared to be heading north and east of the 
Sun/Earth line, however, it was later determined this event 
contained an Earth-directed component. On 10 September, conditions 


reached High levels as Region 2158 produced a X1/2b flare at 1745 
UTC. It also had associated Type II (3750 km/s estimated shock 
velocity) and Type IV radio sweeps, a 10cm (1300 sfu ) radio burst, 
and an Earth-directed full halo CME. On 11 September, Region 2166 
(N13, L=352, class/area Dao/60 on 14 September) produced an M2 flare 
at 1526 and an M1 flare at 2126 UTC, just prior to rotating on to 
the visible disk. After returning to low levels on 12 and 13 
September, conditions again rose to Moderate levels as Region 2157 
(S14, L=98, class/area Ekc/540 on 6 September) produced an M1/2n 
flare at 14/0216 UTC. The coronal mass ejection (CME) associated 
with this M-flare was observed off the west limb in SOHO/LASCO C2 
coronagraph imagery beginning at 14/0248 UTC, but was deemed to be 
well off the Sun-Earth line. Other activity included a filament 
eruption observed in SDO/AIA 193 imagery beginning at 12/1749 UTC 
west of Region 2158 near center-disk. SOHO/LASCO C2 imagery showed a 
coronal mass ejection (CME) beginning at 12/1936 UTC that was mostly 
obscured by a larger backsided CME off the NNE limb that preceded it 
beginning at 12/1836 UTC. WSA-ENLIL modeling of the event indicates 
a likely CME arrival around midday on 16 Sep. 


The greater than 10 MeV proton flux was elevated on 8 and 9 
September due to a particle enhancement from an event the week 
prior. Late on 10 September, levels began a quick rise following the 
X1/2b flare from Region 2158, mentioned earlier. By 11 September, 
the greater than 10 MeV levels had reached a peak of 28 pfu (S1 - 
Minor), but then leveled off for the next 24 hours. Storm levels 
briefly reached the S2 (Moderate) threshold, in conjunction with the 
arrival of the CME, and reached a maximum of 126 pfu at 12/1355 UTC. 
During this time, the greater than 100 MeV proton flux levels began 
to rise as well, reaching the 1.2 pfu at 11/0425 UTC level before 
tapering off shortly thereafter. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 8, 9, 11, 13, and 14 September, and reached 
moderate levels on 10 and 12 September. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet to severe storm levels 
during the period. Quiet to unsettled levels occurred from 8 to 11 
September, with an isolated active period on 11 September. A 
geomagnetic Sudden Impulse (33 nT) was observed at the Boulder 
magnetometer at 11/2346 UTC, indicating the arrival of the 09 Sep 
CME as anticipated. The geomagnetic field responded, pushing 
geomagnetic field conditions to minor storm levels. Conditions 
moderated for approximately 9 hours back at quiet to unsettled 
levels, until the second CME arrived at Earth. Total field rose toa 
max of 31 nT and solar wind increased to near 790 km/s by late on 12 
September. A geomagnetic sudden impulse of 43 nT was observed at the 
Boulder magnetometer at 12/1555 UTC. Conditions then increased to 


minor to severe storm levels for the next 9 hours. Conditions fell 
to active levels early on 13 September and continued to decline to 
quiet levels by mid day as the Bz component remained in a northward 
orientation (not well connected). Quiet conditions remained through 
14 September. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 15 SEPT-11 OCT 2014 


Solar activity is expected to be low with a chance for M-class flares 
through 27 September due to returning Regions 2149 (N09, L=284) and 
2151 (S08, L=253). Activity is then likely to be moderate (R1- 
R2/Minor-Moderate) with a chance for X-class flaring (R3-Strong or 
greater) through the remainder of the period due to Regions 2157 and 
2158 returning to the visible disk. 


There is a chance for a greater than 10 MeV proton event from 29 
September through the end of the period due to potential significant 
flare activity from Regions 2157 and 2158. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels from 15 to 18 September, 
before returning to normal levels through 25 September. Conditions 
should increase to normal to moderate with a chance for high levels 
from 26 September through 1 October in response to the recurrent 
coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). Conditions should fall back 
to normal to moderate levels from 2 - 11 October, with a chance for 
high levels from 7 to 9 October due to another CH HSS. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at mostly quiet levels 
from 15 to 24 September, with isolated unsettled levels on 16 and 17 
September, due to a recurrent CH HSS combined with CME activity from 
12 September. Another recurrent CH HSS is expected to return on 25 
September, making unsettled to active conditions likely through 30 
September. Mostly quiet conditions are expected from 1 October to 5 
October. A weak positive polarity coronal hole feature is likely to 
bring conditions up slightly, to the quiet to unsettled levels on 6 
- 7 October, before returning to mostly quiet conditions for the 
remainder of the period.
